The proposed change to claim 37 does not fully overcome the 35 USC 101 rejection because this claim does not claim computer 
executable instructions causing the computer to perform the method according to Claim 1 or 11. 

The 35 USC 1 12 first paragraph rejection is maintained because page 1 1 lines 5-23 do not clearly state the ActionScript command 
such as createTextField() function is written into the SWF file. 

The 35 USC 102 and 103 rejections are maintained because the characteristics and functions are taught in both references by the 
the characteristics that define the location of the areas that may be zoomed and by the functions that define how the system will zoom 
those areas or how the zoomable areas are presented to the user. The terms characteristics and functions are broad terms meet by both 
the Polymap reference and the Niemi reference.
